The Constitution.|—The 
most charming study in 
the world today is the 
growth and development 
of the south. The field 
is broad, and the expansion Of the section’s na- 
tive resources is as interesting as it is astonish- 
ing. The economist in any field could not 
have greater scope for his work, and all earth 

does not contain a country with greater possi- 
bilities. Today the south is no longer a prob- 
lem where the question, “What is best for 

the country”” is put by social or political right 
among the people at home or abroad. She is 
taking care of herself, and giving fitting an: 
swer and some rebuke to questionable opinions 
that were raised a few years ago. She is prov- 
ing the proposition that man is a social being 
and nota sluggard; that it is his nature to 
gather together in communitie3 for mutual 
protection and support, for cheerful 
companionship, for participation in physical 
and mental profit and pleasure, and all and 
several the gratification and advantages that 
arise from intellectual, mercantile, manufac- 
turing, commercial and agricultural inter- 
course. And in obedience to the eternal law 
of homogeneity, she is building towns, villages 
and cities, constructing great public works, 
founding temples of worship, of learning and 
of amusement; encouraging a love of the beau- 
tifuland the useful, fostering the arts and 
sciences, stimulating research, arousing inven- 
tion and impartipg an impetus to progress 
which will make the history of this genera- 
tion a record of triumph undreamed of by its 
predecessors. It is this continual striving after 
some hitherto unattained good, this spirit of 
unrest, this discontent with its surround- 
ings, this Divinely - inspired ambition 
far better and more perfect things that has 
wrought allthe mighty marvels of the past, 
and the south stands pointing to greater glories 
yet to come, when the accumulated darkness 
of allagessince the morning stars sang to- 
gether shall have been forever dispelled, and 
man stands forth disenthralled amid the sons 
of Jight, the co-heir of universal knowledge 
and everlasting happiness. With the gradual 
dissolving of her apparently insurmountable 
difficulties, the south sees now few obstacles 

_ to advancement, while the rifts in the clouds 
are broadening and more frequent, and, like 
the traveler in the desert, she sees in the dis- 

tance the green oasis that tells of rest, renewed 

strength, and still further the revived hope 

and determination to press forward to the goal 

of her destiny. The concentration of power, 

capacity, capital, mental force and progress in 

the south today is as inevitable as the law of 

gravitation and as ceriain in its operation 
THE EARLY SETTLEMENT OF SALEM. 

As yet the keen eyes of Daniel Boone, look- 
ing down fromthe craggy peaks of the Alle- 
ghanies, had not rested upon the green fertile 
landsof Kentucky. Washington was still un- 
known, and unrevered as the ‘‘Father of his 
Country.” Thecry of “Give' me liberty or 
give me death” had not yet kindled the fires 
of rebellion. Unknown was he “whose name 
but yesterday might have stood against the 
world” and whose memory was to consecrate, 
as though it were an altar, the bleak coast 
of Si. Helena. The red man had not then 
been remanded to the Rocky Mountains, 
or to the smooth pages of historic romance, 
but with mournful and savage presence, stood 
watching the progress of asmall band of Ger- 
man settlers, who leaving the vast tracts of 
fertile lowlands in the rear, nerved by a desire 
for social and religious freedom, pushed on far 
beyond what were then the confines of civili- 
vation, and at last selected with that wise and 
prudent, forethought, for which emigrants of 
Teutonic origin have ever beenjconspicuous, 
these Jands which now form the county of 
Forsyth, as being most peculiarly adapted by 
nature to furnish all the requisites of life to 
an isolited colony. The location was selected 
by Bishwp Spangenburg, after a search of over 
four morths, during which time nearly the 
whole of the western part of the state was 
traversed, xd the wisdom of the selection has 
long since baen f ully demonstrated. These lands 
comprised an area of 98,985 acres and were 


conveyed to the brotherhood, August 7th, 
493, a8 has already been mentioned. Tae 
first rettlement took place in the fall of the 
same year.

Many exclusive privileges, and legal ameni- 
ties were granted to the settlers of W achovia, 
which they continued to enjoy Up to 
1831, when by legislative enactment they 
were rescinded. It was not, however, until 
1857 that a complete separation of 
the town and church offices took place, and the 
first municipal election was held. We have 
made this apparent digression from the_ real 
purpose of this article, believing that it is in 
great part to the frugal and industrious habits 
of these early settlers, as well as to tae pecu- 
liar customs and observances of the 

MORAVIAN CHURCH] Ques ammmeme 
that the present prosperous condition of uur 
county is due. Lying contiguous to the lands 
which were subsequently to be chosen for the 
ideal republic of Transylvania, Wachovia 1s 
perhaps the only instance in modern times in 
which the principles of Arcadian life have 
been successfully applied, and adhered to 
for a period extending over nearly 
a century. A custom prevailed here 
which required each man to seek through dif- 
ferent trades or channels, the means of susten- 
ance. This created an army of trades and 
tradesmen, and though wisely abandoned in 
later years as being too narrow for a more pro- 

essive and comprehensive state of society, it 
is still recognized as forming a basis upon 
which is built the great diversity of manufac- 
tures, which makes so distinguishing a feature 
in the industry of our country. It is a fact 
worthy of notice, that the first house ever 
built in Salem in 1766 is now occupied as a pot- 
tery shop, which business has been uninter- 
ruptedly carried on fer overa century, many 
of the molds dating back as far as 
1774, now in existence, and _pre- 
senting a curious and antique appear- 
ance. It is hardly possible thata parallel can 
be cited in the annals of American history. 
The second house also standing, built during 
the same year, was as history tells us immedi- 
ately occupied by “Brother Praezel and 
Brother Holder,’ who carried on the weaver's 
and saddler’s business. These instances are 
only given to show at what an early period the 
seeds of manufacturing were sown here. Ia 
1778, the “Salem Water Works” were construc- 
ted by James Krause, which continued in oper- 
ation substantially as built for exactly one 
hundred years, when because of the inability 
to supply the increased demand, they were 
supplanted by the present system. They wore 
the first and for many yearsthe only water 
works in the state, and wore greatly admired 
by General Washington during hisvisit to S:- 
Jlem,in 1791. In 1791 the first paper mil] in 
the state was built inthis county. It contin- 
ued in operation until 1873, when it was da- 
stroycd by fire. 
The Twin City. 
AND SALEM UNITED AS ONE CITY — 
INTRODUCTORY SKETCHES, 

How much North Carolina and her cities 
are doing toward the great possibilities out- 
lined in the introduction to this correspond- 
ence, may be best explained by giving a record 
of the advancement. It must be understood 
that I have been guilty of no overdrawn pict- 
ures of these North Carolina towns. They are 
progressive, wide-awake and determined toa 
degree. Winston, uufortunately, has lived 
within its own little kingdom, not unknown 
to the world, but unseen by it, because of her 
isolated location, being on a little branch of 
the Richmond and Danville, 25 miles from 
Greensboro. Still, even with this and other 
disadvantages, the record I find here is re- 
markable and proves the old saying, “‘pluck 
wins.” If ever pluck held sway in a 
community, it is here. I consider Winston 
really one of the most pleasing surprises I have 
found in all my jaunts through the south. 
While Salem, the old Moravian town of which 
Winston is the rattling young offspring, is 
fully identified with Winston, the business of 
the community is now largely contined to the 
latter city, and the watchword is progress. 
Winston is scarcely more than ten years old; 
that is, the city of today. About ten years ago 
the town got rid of its swaddling clothes, and 
is now one of the most promising young cities 
in the south. The population has grown 
to be between 8,000 and 9,000 and is 
increasing very rapidly. Salem’s population of 
3.500 will sweilthe number to over 12,000. 
The taxable property in Winston is over 
$2,000,000, Salem’s about $1,250,000, with an 
added wealth outside of these figures of 
$3,500,000, giving a total wealth for the “T win 
City” of about $6,750,000. The resources in 
detail I shall give further on. I have been 
more agreeably surprised here than in any city 
I have been in the state. 
places are behind 
any element of 
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because I find so much more here worthy of 


notice than I dreamed of. Delightful as a 
place for residence, with an elevation of 1,000 
feet above tide water; profitable as a place for 
business pursuits, mercantile or manufacturing, 
I consider Winston one of the most promising, 
as well as inviting, young cities in the entire 
south. The history of the place is very inter- 
esting, and Gates back, as will be seen, over a 
century. Ten years hence, Winston ought to 
be, and doubtless will be, a city of 25,000 peo- 
ple. Its future is not problematical, but a 
surety. The people possess the commendable 
quality of working together, a spirit of unity 
prevailing, which cross-grained communities 
could follow to great advantage. 
WINSTON, 

The town was called , Winston in honor of 
Colonel Joseph Winston, who represented this 
section of the state in the Patriot’s meeting of 
1775-’6, and who wasalso one of a commission 
appointed to treat with the Indians, by which 
all their lands in the states of North Carolina, 
Tennessee and Virginia were ceded to those 
states. Forsyth is hilly and undalating, weil 
watered with broad expanses of msadow and 
bottom land situated along the margin of the 


. Dumerous streams and creeks, which are thickly 


interspersed over the whole county. Many of 
these streams afford fine water power for vari- 
ous manufacturing purposes. The prevailing 
soil is red clay in the uplands, and dark loam 
with clay subsoil in the lowlands; however, 
there is great diversity of soil 
throughout the county. Many of the springs 
are strongly impregnated with mineral, that at 
Salem being much resorted to by those who 
visit the place, and is said te possess fine 
medicinal properties. Situated 1,000 feet above 
the sea, the climate is dry and temperate, indi- 
cating usually about 65 degrees Fahrenheit in 
summer and 40 in winter. The extremes of 
heat and cold which prevailed here fifty years 
ago, are now rarely felt. Climatically there is 
perhaps no country more pleasantly and salu- 
briously situated. Though nature has lavished 
upon this country the extremes of her munifi- 
cence, she has rarely combined in a more plea?- 
ing and healthful manner the substantials and 
luxuries of soil and climate. 
TOBACCO 

is the staple product of agriculture, as well as 
manufacture. Very little was grown, how- 
ever, prior to 1870, and none at all earlier than 
1858, beyond afewsmall patches for home 
copsumption, In 1858 three farmers, Guthrie, 
Marshalland Kerby, by name, from Halifax 
county, Va,, removed tothis county, and be- 
ing experienced growers of tobacco, their ex- 
ample and success stimulated others, until in 
1860 the marketed crop summed up 233,262 

unds. It soon became evident that, with 
intelligent cultivation, and handling the lands 
of this county were capbale of producing the 
finest grades of yellow leaf chewing tobacco, 
not inferior tothat grown in the famous 
‘‘leatherwood” district of Henry county, Va. 
In 1575 the yield had reached 1,500,000 pounds, 
and today borders closely on 8.000,000. The 
yield on newly cleared lands is from 500 to 650 
pouncs, and on old lands, when fertilized ana 
carefully prepared, a much larger crop is often 
gathered. 


Valuable Opinions. 
CASUAL TALKS WITH PROMINENT PEOPLE IN 
WINSTON AND SALEM, 

During my few days sojourn among these 
people I have conversed with a few prominent 
citizens about the city, or more properly speak- 
ing, cities, and have found much that will in- 
terest the general public. I asked Colonel J. 
C. Buxton: 

_ “What do you consider the chief points and 
advantages of Winston asa city?” 

“Winston and Salem must be considered to- 
They are in effect one town, Their 
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interests are identical. I know Of no place | 
in North Carolina which offers more induce- 
ments for people to come to than this place. The 
manufacturing interests here are = 
large, and each year are becoming more 
more diversified, and inthe course of a few 
years our tobacco factories, which number more 
than thirty at this time, will double in number, 
and the capacity of those already here will be 
enlarged. The class of tobacco to be obtained 
here can nowhere else be obtained for manu- 
facturing chewing tobacco, and manufacturers 
elsewhere are finding the disadvantages under 
which they are working elsewhere and will, a 
reat many of them, move their businesses 
Care. The cotton and woolen mills, iron and 
wooden works, including thé manufacture of 
a give employment to a large number of 
hands, 

Our taxes are low, our towns have no bonded 
debts at present. We have the best system of 
waterworks in the state, affording a bountiful 
supply of the purest spring water. We 
are located in the most favored 
portion of the state so far as climate and soil 
are concerned, and what nature has not done 
for us our people are at work trying to do for 
themselves, and will succeed. We have the 
best graded school in the state, and Salem 
boasts of the oldest and one of the best female 
seminaries in the south, It has been said that 
in former years no young lady in the state was 
considered to have completed her education 
until she attended the Salem academy. We 
have only one railroad at present, but others 
are projected and will be built at once.” 

“What has been the growth of the city with- 
in ten or fifteen years? 

‘“‘Winston proper has grown from 470 in 1883, 
to 7,000 in 1387. Salem can boast of 3,000. so 
that we have a place of a ple. A 
great many persons claim that we have more 
but I consider this a fair estimate, certainly 
low enough.” 

“What is the outlook?’ 

“The outlook at this time is more encour- 
aging than I have ever known it. If the 
present plans for building and extension of 
railroads is carried out, and I have every rea- 
son to think that they will be, I fally believe 
that our population will soon double itself. 
The effort which has been made on the part 
of certain citizens of the neighboring 
town of Greensboro to injure this place by 
ruvning the C., F. and Y. V. railroad around 
us has been thwarted, and we shall soon have 
a Jine extending into the heart of the very 
country which they are aiming to reach. Our 
factories here, in which much money has been 
expended, will always keep the place from going 
backwards, and the wide awake business men 
here will present a market which will attract 
purchasers from a distance. Lbelieve that we 
are just on the eve of a tremedous boom which 
will astonish even the most sanguine of Win- 
ston’s and Salem’s friends.” 

“What is the general condition of the city 
financially?” 

“The town is out of debt. Taxes are low, 
being only 60 cents for all purposes. The vari- 
ous enterprises which have been started here 
were put on foot with private capital without 
calling on the town for the loan of its credit,”’ 

“What is the character of the people?” 

“Our people are wide-awake, pushing, active 
business men. They do not wait for something 
to turn up, but turn it up themselves and show 
their faith in their business enterprises by 
putting their money into them. They are 
always glad to have foreign capital to belp us 
out, but do not wait for it, They are equally 
attentive to the education of the rising gen- 
eration, as I have already described to you.” 

“What do you need most in developing Win 
ston.’ 

“We need at present more railroads. There 
is also a good opening for another bank. We 
have two banks which are doing a good busi- 
ness, but the demands of business make an- 
other bank a necessity.” 

“As a place for residence, what do you think 
of your city?” 

“I know of no place which is more desirable. 
The social advantages of this community are 
superior to those of any place of its size in the 
state.” 

‘How is the climate?” 

“Superb, It affords a happy medium between 
the extreme cold of the western portion of our 
state and the warmer climate of the eastern 
portion. it will in time be a place much 
sought for on account of its delightful climate.’ 

Mr. J. W. Alspaugh, cashier of the First Na- 
tional bank, was asked: 

“What is the estimated wealth of Winston, 
taxable and non-taxable property?” 

“TI think our assessment for taxation is about 
$2,000,000. Property is not taxed at its full 
value in a town where the property is con- 
stantly increasiifg in value. Ido not suppose 
the basis of our present assessment covers one- 
half of our actual property taxed and untaxed’ 
I should suppose $5,000,000 nearer correct.” 

“What is your opinion as to the growth of 
the city?” 

‘If our railroads now surveyed and located, 
some of which is partially graded, they will 
add a great impetus to the prosperity and 
growth of our town, and I should not be sur- 
prised if in ten years there should be an in- 
crease of population and weaith of nearly 
double what it now is.”’ 

‘““What are some of your important public 
works and enterprises ?”’ 

“We have a {first-class system of water sup- 
ply, which furnishes our citizens with the best 
of fresh water for family supply, as well as for 
other uses. Weare erecting also a system of. 
electric lights for the city. Our town, too, is 
well supplied with good churches. All the 
most popular denominations are well repre- 
sented with good churches.” 

“Have you a good system of graded schools?” 

“We have the best in the state both for white 
and colored, and I think there is over six hun- 
dred children in attendanee upon these 
schools,”’ 

‘‘Name some of your urgent demands in de- 
veloping the city ””’ 

“My impression is that, in addition to our 
urgent want of more railroad facilities, there is 
nothing more essential to our rapid develop- 
ment and growth than that of a greater sup- 
ply of capital. We have not more than one- 

alf the volume of capital that thedemands of 
trade require. Weneed and ought to have 
twice as much as we have. 

“If capitalists of the north would send their 
money south instead of locking it up in savings 
banks of the north at 2) per cent per annum, 
they could here realize three times as much 
and do great good in pushing enterprises and 
developing the resources of a great country.” 

A SENSIBLE TALK. 

The most modest man in Winstonis Mr. 
James A, Gray. He is averse to appearing in 
print, but lam compelled to quote him. Mr. 
Gray is cashier of the Wachoria national bank, 
and his views on Winston are valuable. [ 
asked him: 

“Whatis your opinion ofthe general com- 
mercia] importance of Winston?” 

“Winston enjoys a reputation in the mann- 
facture of plug and twist tobaceo, unexcelled 
by any town or city in North Carolina or Vir- 
ginia, and having a much larger number of 
these establishments than any other town in 
the state, it will be, if not already, the largest 
leaf market in the state. 

The manufacturers are all comparatively 
young men, wide-awake and progressive, and 
have been remarkably successful, and are an- 
nually enlarging their business.” 

‘The large number of operatives employe 
in our tobacco factories, warehouse and other 
manufacturing establishments. together with a 
general trading community of nearly 12,000 in- 
habitants in Winston, Salem and suburbs, give 
® large local trade to our retail merchants, 
which is increased by a large wagon trade con- 
tributed by the country, north, south, east and 
west of us to a distance of fifty to one hundred 
miles. As many as one thousand wagons 
loaded with leaf tobacco from these counties are 
seen on our streets during a week of ‘tobacco 
season.’ (Our wholesale merchants employ 


| traveling salesmen, and are doing a large job- 


bing business

The Growth of Winston. 
INTERESTING STATISTICAL DATA CONCERNING 
THE GROWTH OF WINSTON. 


I find some interesting statistical data con- 
nected with the growth of Winston compiled 
by Mr. W. A. Whittaker. The population in 
1860 was only 400. Ten years later it was 
about 450. In 1876; eleven years ago, it had 
grown to 2,500, and is now about 9,000. The 
amount of mercantile businessin 1875 was 
og 5,000; in 1880, $750,000, and in 1886 over 

2,000,000. The number of tobacco factories in 
1875 was five, with an invested capital of $55,- 
000. In 1880 there were eleven factories, with 
a capital of $417,500, Today there are over 
thirty factories,with a capital of over $3,500,000, 
It was $2,500,000 in 1885, with the product 
worth about $3,000,000 against $5,000,000 today. 
The tobacco dealers and workers in 1875 num- 
bered 340, while today they number 5,000. A 
fair estimate of the annual trade of Winston in 
all branches would be about as follows, includ-

“The female school, ‘the Salem academy,’ 
has a continuous existence and growth; the 
recent patronage has exceeded the accommo- 
dations and necessitated the enlargement of its 
facilities, Besides,this, many scholars live in 
town among private families, and the scholars 
from town have equal advantages with the 
boarders.in the school.

“What is the general outlook for Salem?”

SALEM ENTERPRISES. 


While the bulk of the general busines; of 
the *‘Twin City” has gone to Winston, Salem is 
still doing well, as will be seen below. It is a 
beautifal town, with an air of quiet, ease, ele- 
gance and comfort about it both attractive and 
charming. 

SALEM WOOLEN MILLS 
are owned and conducted by the same firm as 
the Arista cotton mills--the Fries. It was es- 
tablished in 1810, and has a capital of 3190,000, 
with a yearly product of $725,000. It gives em- 
ployment to eighty-five hands, and has thirty 
looms and 466 spindles, make yarns;, jeans and 
kerseys. The dimensions of the buildiag are 
150x100 feet. 

ARISTA COTTON MILLS. 

These mills were organized in 1880, by F. & 
H. Fries, with a capital of $200,009, with a 
yearly product of $125,000. The mills contain 
3,300 spindles, 120 looms, and a 200-horse pow- 
er Corless engine. They employ 115 hands, 
who are engaged in making yarns, warps, 
sheetines, plaids and cottonmades. Messra H 
W., J.W. & F. H. Fries now represent the 
original owners as managers. 

THE SALEM ACADEMY. 

Certainly the Moravians never did a better 
thing than in establishing the Salem Female 
academy. It is one of the most perfect insti- 
tutions of learning I ever saw, with the most 
beautiful grounds in the country. 

Situated in the bosom of a community of ex- 
cellent moral tone and superior educ&tion, in a 
smal! and quiet country town, which presents 
no social or other distractions, and affords no 
opportunities for the acquirement or cultiva- 
tion of interests foreign to study, Salem Female 
academy possesses singular external ad- 
vantages. Its buildings are located in the 
most retired part of the town, adjoining the 
Moravian church and parsonage. Its exten- 
sive and tasteful private groundsare a delight- 
ful place of resort and recreation. 

During the past three-quarters of a contury 
its 5,000 alumpz have spread its reputation 
over all parts of the south, anditis upon the 
favorable opinion and matured judgment of 
these that the institution chiefiy relies for its 
ora, The reputation and character of a 
ashionable school are designedly avoided.

“We consider Winston asa tobacco market 
equal to any market, both as tothe quality of 
the leaf sold and the style of the manufactured 
goods. We lead every city in North Carolina, 
and every year are adding tothe volumes of 
our business very largely.”

“What is the annual trade in tobacco at 
Winston?” 

“Tt will amount to $5,000,000 per annum. 
Next year we hope to raise it to $6,000,000,” 

“How many pounds are handled here?” 

“About eighteen million pounds per annum, 
though some estimates place it at 20,000,000 
pounds.” 

“How many factories and warehouses” 

“Twenty-five plug and twist fectories and 
three smoking factories; four large handsome 
and commedious warehouses. These will be 
increased by additional factories during the 
year.” 

““How many people are engaged in the to- 
bacco business, wages earned and all”. 

‘There are at least 5,000 people engaged in 
the tobacco business, iucluding proprietors, 
managers, bookkeepers, clerks and day labor- 
ers, at an average costof $125 perday.

A Bill to Call a Constitutional Convention 
to Consider the Question. 

RIcHMOND, Va., March 19.—In the house of 
delegates today a lengthy preamble and reso- 
lution were introduced by Mr. Hoge, of Pa- 
laski, in relation to thestate debt. The reso- 
lution provides for the appointment of a com- 
mittee of ten onthe part of the house and 
seven on the partof the senate to prepare a 
bill at ag early a day as possible, the effect of 
which shali be to call a constitutional conven- 
tion for the purpose of amending’ the 
constitution in such particular as will 
bar and prohibit . ail legislatures -from 
making appropriation or provision for the pay- 
ment ofthe principal of said debt or any part 
thereof, which shall not have been fanded un- 
derthe provisions of the Riddleberger bill 
within six months from the passage of the act 
and the committee shall be required to draft a 
bill or bills that wiil render ineffectual, if 
possible, the payment of taxes in coupons. The 
paper was laid en the table. Mr. Hoge gave 
notice, however, he would call itup again on 
Tuesday morning. 


THE MONEY CIRCULATION. 


Statement of £mall Notes and Silver Out- 
standing. 

WASHINGTON, March 19.—A statement has 
been prepared at the treasury department 
showing the amonnt of small notes, standard 
dollars and fractional silver outstanding on 
March Ist, 1587, as compared with the amount 
outstanding July Ist, 1836. From this it ap- 
pears that legal tender small notes, one, two 
and five dollars, have decreased $1,990,600; 
national bank notes have decreased $1,109,090; 
standard dollars increased 34,600,000: frac- 
tional silver increased $2,000,000; and small 
silver certificates to the amount of $19,000,000 
bave been issued. The net increase of money 
of the denomination of five dollars and less 
now in circulation is $19,600,000.

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FATHER KELLER SENT 
MAINHAM JAIL. 


Refusing to Answer s Question in Dublin Court, He 
is Sent to Prison for Contempt - Excitement Over 
the Affair The People Tender Him an 
Ovation ~~ Other Foreign Af«irs. 


Dus, March 19.—Father Keller, who was 
arrested at Yoaghal yesterday, was driven to 
court today in the lord mayor’s carriage, re- 
ceiving an ovation from the people in the 


streets. 
to his custedy of tenants’ moneys as trustee 
under the plan of campaign and was committed 
to prison for contempt of court. The jadge 
declared that if the priest’s actions in disobay- 
ing the orders of court were permitted, the 
whele machinery of the bankruptcy law would 
be upset. 

The scene in the streets when Father Keller 
was being taken to court is unparalleled in the 
history of Dublin. Vast crowds had collected 
and when the priest appeared riding in the 
lord mayor’s carriage, cheer after cheer greeted 
him. The noise and excitement, both inside 
and outside the courtroom, was so great as to 
prevent a hearing of the case,and the jadge 
threatened to clear the court unless silence 
was maiptaired. Finally order was restored 
and Father Keller took the oath.» He refused 
to testity on the ground that he would disclose 
confidence reposed in himas a priest. The 
judge said there was no legal justification for 
bis refusal, and said the question had no refer- 
ence to witness’ spiritnal capacity. 
Father Keller was then com- 
mitted for contempt and was  takea 
out of the court aud placed in a cab in custody 
of the officers. The people immediately mate 
a rush fer the vehicle, removed the horses aud 
dragged it through the streets to Kilmainham 
jail, where the priest was locked up. 

Archbishop Walsh, of Dublin, was amnong 
the spectators in court, and he, William O'brien, 
Lerd Mayor Sullivan and Timothy Harring- 
ton, M. P., followed the priest to the jail in 
carriages. lather Keller received a continu- 
cus ovation on the passage fromthe court to 
the jail. 

The populace marched to Kilmainham jail 
singing, aliernately, ‘“God save Ireland,” and 
‘We'll hang Jadge Boyd on asour orange tree,” 
The people uncovered their beads upou arriving 
at the scene of Emmet’s execution. Father 
Keller entered the prison leaning on Arch. 
bishop Walsh's arm, Mr. O’Brien harangued 
the crowd. He predicted that the conflict 
which begun would end in the destruction of 
the tory power and the present infamous sys- 
tcm of alien misrule, _ 


THE RUSSIAN BOMB-THROW ERS. 


Ar Explanation About the Attempt on thé 
Life of the Ozar. f 

Str. PeTerssurG, March 19.—Following 1s 
an authorized official ceclaration concerning 
the attemptupon the lifeof the czar. It is 
not believed that the active section of the con- 
stitutional party has such an extensive and in- 
fluential following as some foreign journals 
represent. The constitutionalists, instead of 
being wholly distinct from the nihilists, are 
nothing but the executors of a milder pro- 
gramme, cloaking the violent methods of ni- 
bilism so as to secure a certain amount of tol- 
erance from the educated, thoughtful classesina 
Russia. The ezar’s advisers are convinesd from 
long observation that influontial classes in 
Russia do not consider that the time has not ar- 
rived in the political developmentof the empire 
for the introduction of a constitutional govern- 
ment by his majesty, nor dothe pans!lavist 
party desire constitutionalism. On the con- 
trary, they declare that an autocratic form of 
government, tempered bya just ad ministration 
of modified law, is desirable until Russian ter- 
ritorial expansion bas reached the limits set 
for it by panslavist ideas. 

The state socialism, recently promoted in 
Germany by Prince Bismarck, is being” care- 
fully studied by the Russian government, the 
czar being well disposed in favor of such pro- 
gressive economic changesin territories uader 
ttussian SWay as shall conduce to the happiness 
and welfare of the Russian peo- 
pie. The czar was deeply .impressod 
by the terrible circumstances under which his 
father met his death. The last attempt on his 
own life projected by tle nihilists produced a 
feeling of horror. Still it is unlikely that it 
will lead toa change of his previous policy. 
His majesty cannot bat view with mingled 
bitterness and regret the position in which he 
is placed by the threats and perils continually 
besetting him. He deplores the necessity 
which constantly exists for costly, extensive 
precautions for his personal safety, whenever 
he desires to travel or even to move beyond 
the precincts of the palaca, 
restrictions which impede his move- 
ments and preveut his seeing his people as they 
are and judging for himself concerning their 
needs. The czar's aversion to plunging Russia 
into aruinousand fruitless war continues as 
great as ever. No changein his convictions 
in this respect is expected by his advisers ex: 
copt in eonformity with his views oa Russian 
imperial interests. ,

New York, March 19.—Abraham Kling, of 
No. 261 Broadway, who has obtained some 


$225,000 of attachments against the estate of 


W. E. Lawton, said today that the missing 
man's cafe bad been opened and found te con- 
tain not a dollar that could be applied to a set- 
tlement of Lawton’s personal estate. The 
only things found in the safe were books of 
tbe various companies in which he was inter- 
ested. The safe opening also showed - that 
Lawton had totally destroyed not only his 
check book but his cash book, ledger and office 
fi er, so tiat ths i:st hops the creditors clang 
to for unraveling the man’s mysterious actions 
is goné, 
LAWTON'S CLERK MISSING. 

The whereabouts of Rafus Kirkland, coné- 
dential clerk and partner of Lawton, are al- 
most. a® little known as those of Lawton, and 
Kirkland has not been at the office of the 
Navassa company for two days, and the same 
story is told at the office of the Ammoniate 
and Oilcompany, of which he was also a 
partner with Lawton. The supposition is thet 
be bas gone away, 2s he went to the depot with 
Lawton and then took out attachments against 
Lawton's property, which he himself had a 
share in. 

The sheriff is still in possession of Lawton's 
Broad way office, and what books are left are 
still untouched in the safe. The creditors have 
vot yst been called together nor has any at- 
tempt been made to settle with them. Mr. 
Jones, of the Delaware Azotin company, the 
principal stock of which was owned by Law- 
ton, said that the creditors would not suffer 
much, as the attachments he had obtained 
would be used for the benefit of creditors 
in general. The property at Little Ferry, N. 
J., worth about $30,000, and on the island 
of Navasea, would also be attached. No esti- 
mate of the liabilities can yet be made, as the 
Lawton firm had papers scattered ali over the 
country. The principal loss, it is believed, 
will fail on the bauks. 

THE NAVASSA COMPANY NOT INVOLVED,

Tom Dodd, son of Green T. Dodd, and one of 
the best known young men of the city, received 
a terrible beating and serious injuries at the 
bands of two companions at an early hour this 
morning. 

The scene of the affray was at what is known 
as the Mercer restaurant. situated at the cor- 
ner of Whiteball and Wall streets. From tlie 
accounts of witnesses and the statement of the 
injured man, it seems that Dodd and a oung 
painter named John Potts, of the firm -, Potts 
& Hadiey, 43 South Broad street, were out “do~ 
ing the town” together during the evening, 
They had been drinking a good deal, and at 
about 2 o'clock this morning went into 
the Mercer restaurant. Here they were joined 
by some of their friends, and ail went inte 
areocm back of the restaurant room proper. 
They had been there buta few minutes waen 
Potts and Dodd gotinto an altercation over 
some trivial matter. Both were undér the ia- 
fivence of liquor and words led to blowa. The 
first thing the spectators knew Dodd and Putte 
were 

FIGHTING LIKE DEMONS. 

Chairs flew about and the eir was tilled with 
castors and other pieces of table ware. The 
combatants were finally separated. Au ecxam- 
ination showed that Dodd had got tha better 
of his opponent, though both were badly dis- 
figured. 

There was a rather ugly gash in Poutts’s fore- 
h which the blood ran profusel. Dodd 
ha@ an ugly wound on the back of his head, 
aid was pretty badly pounded ctherwise, but 


_he was the victor nevertheless. 


After they were separated, Dold, with one 
or two friends, went into the alley at the rear 
of the block for the purpose of washibg the 
blood from his wounds. Here they were joined 
by Charley Powell, a young man not unknowr 
in police circles. Powell pratended to be 
Dodd’s friend, and walking toward him, sid : 

“Tom, you don’t want to be fightiox John. 
We areal) friends.” 

As he said this he walked up to Dodd, and 
without the slightest warning 

STRUCK HIM A TERRIBLE BLOW 
over the left eye with a rock, bottle or some 
sharp instrument, just what is not known, 
As soon as he struek Dodd he wheeled and ram 
as fast as he knew how. 

Dodd fell into the arms of one of his friends, 
almost senseless. By this time the police ar- 
rived on the scene and Dodd and Potts were 
taken to the police station. Potts was locked 
up. Dodd was very weak from the loss of 
blood and could scarcely sit in a chair whilea 
cot was being prepared for him on the floor, 

Dr. E. Van Goidtsnoven, the prison physi- 
cian, was called and took charge of the ia- 
jured man. After washing tne blood from his 
face and head he found that there was a 

BAD FRACTURE OF THE FRONTAL BONE 
and three or four bad cuts. The one over the 
eye was the worst, bat there was also aa 
ugly one on the right cheek 
and another in the middle of the frontal bone, 
The doctor sewed up the cuts and dressed the 
fracture. Dodd was then taken to his father’s 
home, 99 Washington street, where at four 
o’clock this morning he was resting easily. 

Dr. Van Goidtsnoven says the fracture is a 
very serious one, and in his opinion, the frontal 
bone will have to be raised, 

THE MAIN WITNE3S 
of the affray was a young colored man named

It was 
necessary to bring this coveted spot into town 
by the erection of a draw-bridge and the 
extension of the Howard street car 
line into West Reme. No one man could 
do this, and the city aathorities 
could not lend themselves to a private enter: 
prise. It wasthus that the people resolved 
upon @ union of interests and organized the 
Rome Land, Iron and Improvement company, 
of which W. P. Simpson is president and J. L. 
Bass is secretary; and T. F. Howell is treasurer. 
The capital upon which to carry out the enter- 
prise was promptly subscribed by capitalists all 
the way from New York to Savannah, and 30 per 
cent premium is now offered for the original 
subscriptions. The company purchased and se- 
cured options upon large tracts of suburban 
and mineral lands, which it at once set about 
improving. When, therefore, people in West 
Rome began talking about one thousand dol- 
lars an acre they were not asking by less than 
one-half the price at which land was selling 
much farther out -in East Rome. Until they 
reach that price, and exceed it, they certainly 
cannot be accused of want of conservatism. 

The company having thus undertaken the 
work designated, secured, at a good price, three 
thousand five hundred acres lying adjoining 
West Rome, as well as 2,300 acres adjoining 
East Rome, lying along the banks of Silver 
creck, The first work ordered was 
the construction of & draw- 
bridge over the Oostanaula, the opening of a 
street, which should bea continuation of How- 
ard street to the West Rome property, and the 
purcbase of the Rome street car line, in order 
to continue that, too, out to the spot designat- 
ed. lt was upon the ascertainment of these 
pesitive facts that men began talking about 
real estate; that land-poor men sold at what 
they considered to be fabulous prices, only to 
see the purchaser double on them in a week:

The creek runs 
north into the Etowah river, Its water is ice 
coldand clear as erystal. Judge Branham, 
who bas given the subject attention, says that 
Silver creek can furnish a water supply for 
250,000 people. 

Besides, the ownership or option of these 
choice and valuable sites, the land company 
bas secured control of about forty thousand 
acres of the best mineral lands of northwest 
Georgia.

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THE HANDSOME GOVERNMENT 
BUILDING GOING UP. 


Massive Masonry—Besautiful Bricktwork—Fine Far- 
nishings — Woodruffs Work-—Fort Hewkins 
Cometery—“Most Popular Men in Fown” 

—Dan Bagan and the Fake s— Notes. 


Macon, Ga., March 19.—[Special.]—The new 
government building is going up steadily, and 
is begioving to show whatit will belike. The 
parties who have the contract for the brick 
2nd stone work have experienced considerable 
troulle in getting the stone here. The Stone 
Mountain gravite people have been rather 
tlow in furnishing the pieces, and some mis- 
takes were made and the parts had to be dupli- 
cated. One magnificent slab of granite is lying 
on rcaffolding now, that is to form the platform 
at the »ear entrance tothe postoffice, where 
the mails are to be received and sent out. It 
wtighs many ihousand pounds, and isas big 
as a flat car itself. 

The southwestern corner wallsare going up, 
and the outside tier is of pressed brick from 
Zanesville, Ohio, that cost thirty-twe dollars 
the thousand. A)) the outside walls will be of 
this brick,which is of a uniform deep red color 
and as smooth as if it had been polished. 
These bricksere laid in a black cement that 
gives the wall the appearance of having been 
artistically tuck painted. This is the only 
buijding in Macon built of these costly pressed 
bricks. 

The ornamental for 
arches and cornices 
oolitic limestone, beautifully 
The design of the carving, in relieve, is oak 
and laurel leaves intertwined. A band on 
which are cut the letters “U. S.,” runs across 
the face. These letters are very small, and 
mar the intended effect of the design. 

The building will only be two stories, but 
the basement rises: pretty bigh above ground, 
and the ta]l jower in front and the great orna- 
menta) dormer windows will give it the ap- 
pearance of a four story building. 

The plans dnd drawings for the interior are 
ali Jeft to Mr. D. B. Woodruff, the supervising 
architect. Such business is usually done in- 
side the department offices at Washington, but 
in this case Mr. Woodruff’s good judgment 
and skill] as an architect is farther complimen- 
ted by the trust reposed in him by the govern- 
ment, 

The interior is to be beantifully finished in 
cai ved oak, and the corridors are to be paved 
with marble. Mr. Woodruff will get up the 
drawings, let the contracts and superintend the 
finishing of thie magnificent pi'e in detail. 

It will be some time before this is done, as it 
will take a great deal of careful study to prop- 
erly arrange the details of such a big enter- 
prise.

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FORT HAWKINS CEMETERY. 


The Title Deeds to the Ancient Holy Road 
in East Macon. 

Macon, Ga., March 19.—[{Special.]—Your 
correspondent has inquired most diligently as 
to the title deeds of the ancient burying ground 
on Fort Hawkins hill, East Macon. This old 
cemetery antedates the establishment of the 
fair city of Macon by at least a quarter of a 
century. Part of the old garrison 
Hawkins lie buried there. Generations of 
some of the best families in Macon sleep in 
that neglected burying ground. 

Some claim that it was a part of the national 
reserve; but others claim that the deed was 
made from Thomes Woolfolk to the state, or 

to feur acres comprising the 

cemetery. There was a 

trustees, but they are all 

dead, and seem to have left behind them no 
record of the disposition of their trust. 

The people of East Macon are now engaged 
in a patriotic and public-spirited movement to 
havethe old graveyard properly repaired and 
kept in order. The gravesare ecatt2red pro- 
miscuously over about six acres of groand, the 
cemetery proper haying been overran and the 
patrons of the cemetery having encroached on 
the Woolfolk property adjoining. 

Mr. Woolfolk owned enongh land over there 
to build a good-sized town on it, andit was 
laid off in town lots. The number of this Jot is 
36. North of the cemetery he laid off sixteen 
jots, rupning from “A” to*P”’ in blocks, and 
this queer village has been bought up 
and settled by negroes, forming 
a striking hamlet of smajl syuare fields and 
pariow janes, all the streets having been kept 
open, the existence of which few people in 
Macon have any knowledge of. It was ia the 
the skirt of timber that runs along the south- 
ern front of this village that Stoneman bivou- 
acked when menacing Macon on his famons 
raid. pn 

The line of fortifications thrown up by tne 
soldiers, on the sick list during the latter days 
of the war, ran right through theold cemetery, 
regardless of the sacred character of the soil. 

It is to be hoped that ail friends of order and 
decency will respond liberally to the com mit- 
tee who are foliciting funds for the improvement 
of the old cemetery, as its neglected condition 
has leng been a blot on the fair escutcheon of 
the city.

Its recent session 
expired by limitation, and the senatorial 
deadlock prevented the necessary attention 
being paid to important matters, Adjourn- 
Wwent leit the state without any appropria- 
fions, and Governor Wilson was compelled 
to eajl an extra session. The legislature 
having failed to elect a senator to succeed 
Camden, the governor appointed Lucas. The

THE Augusta Chronicle has the following 
editorial on the prophetic speech of Gov- 
ernor Brown on the interstate commerce 
bill: 

The soundest, wisest and most prophetic speech 
made in congress on the interstate commerce bill 
was that of Senator Joseph E. Brown. We print 
copious extracts from this really great, because 
eminently wise and practical, deliverance. We 
advise everybody to read it, especially in the light 
of events happening all around us..Senator Brown 
knew what he was talking about. He had ripe, 
individual experience. Never did he show such 
supreme judgment, and seldom has a prediction 
been more swiftly realized. Age and delicate 
health have not impaired the strong, lucid, logical 
mind of this senator, but ripened and broadened 
it. He has in advancing years likewise obtained 
that ‘“‘mystical lore’ which can read the future. 
As Cuvier could, with a single bone of an extinct 
mammal, reconstitute the whole carcass, so Sena- 
tor Brown, with afew facts before him, has been 
able to map out the inevitable results of unwise 
legislation. Such speeches as the one we allude to 
and from which we quote elsewhere are what 
make and maintain the reputation of a statesman 
and incidentally reflect glory upon the common- 
wealth he represer ts. 


On the subject of free passes on railroads, 
which, it is claimed, will be stopped by the 
operation of the interstate commerce law, 
the Chicago News says: 

“The Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul railroad 
has decided to send propositions to all the news- 
papers in their territory for advertising the rail- 
road, based upon payment for the same either in 
mileage tickets, in cash, orin both. Itis probable 
thatthe other roads will follow suit, and that 
country editors will still be able to take free rides 
in spite of the interstate commerce bill.’’ 

The Richmond Dispatch thinks that there 
is nothing in the interstate bill which pro- 
hibits railroads from passing persons who 
take and leave train within their own state, 
the law plainly providing : 

“Provided. however, that the provisions of this 
act shall not apply to the transportation of passen- 
gers Or property, or to the receiving, delivering, 
storage or handling of property, wholly within one 
state, and not shipped to or from a foreign country 
from ortoany state or territery as aforesaid,’’— 
Section 1, lines 19 to 24. 


Where Are the Earthquake Prophets? 

The recent earthquake shocks in South 
Carolina and Cuba, occurring as they did al- 
most simultaneously, will confirm many in 
the belief that an extensive disturbance is 
eoing on under the crust of the earth along 
our South Atlantic coast and the adjacent 
region, 

When it is recollected that this particular 
earthquake period has already lasted nearly 
six months, it must be admitted that there 
is reason to apprehend further trouble. 

In the absence of any predictions from 
seismic experts we must fall back upon the 
New Madrid earthquake to aid us in coming 
to a conclusion. The New Madrid afiair 
lasted about a year, but after the first vio- 
lent convulsions the shocks continued to 
weaken until they ceased entirely, Our 
South Atlantic disturbance may run a simi- 
larcourse. Atleast there is nothing in the 
records of such phenomena in the past to 
lead us to expect any very violent visitation 
in the near future. 

All this is, of course, very indefinite, but 
it is worth -as much as any of the current 
speculations connected with the subject. It 
is at any rate an encouraging view.

In this work Mr. Hillyard gives an ex- / 
haustive summary of each southern state. ) 
Our agricultural products, iron, steel, coal, \ 
cotton seed oi], cotton goods, flour, timber 
and other industries are fairly reviewed. 

Taken in connection with the volume of 
southern statistics recently issued by the 
federal government, this book will give out- 
siders a better idea of the material great- 
ness of the new south than anything that has 
yet appeared in print. As straws show the 
direction of the wind, so the publication of 
such handbooks may be regarded as an un- 
erring indication of the growing interest in 
all that concerns the peop'e and the re- 
sources of our favored region, The signs of 
the times aro all that we could desire. 


Kentucky Comicalities, 

The esteemed editor of the Courier-Jour- 
nal is now engaged in a controversy with all 
the leading papers of the south on the sub- 
ject of free trade. The esteemed editor, 
however, refuses to accept the logical con- 
clusion of his own arguments, and denies 
that he is a free-trader, but it must appear 
to his readers that a partial wrong cannot 
make aright. His argument is to the effect 
that protection is all wrong and the interna] 
revenue infamy all right. Commenting on 
some recent remarks in THE CONSTITUTION 
the esteemed editor says : 

It seems plain, therefore, that the Georgia editor 
not only rejects all suggestions of a reduction of 
the tariff, but he insists on raising all the revenues 
by abolishing the internal taxes and increasing 
the tariff, all for the purpose of securing ‘‘the home 
market to the farmer,”’ 


Such comicalities as this pass for wisdom 
in Kentucky. As THE CONSTITUTION wants 
all the revenue raised from the tariff, there- 
fore THE CONSTITUTION cannot be in favor 
of a reduction of the tariff. And yet, only 
afew months ago, the Courier-Journal was in 
favor of ‘‘a tariff for revenue only.’’. It is 
difficult to believe that Mr. Watterson is 
sincere in the comments we have quoted. 
Nobody knows better than he—if he has any 
knowledge at all of the subject he is dis- 
cussipg—that, if the government is to raise 
all its revenue from the tariff, there must be 
such a reduction of duties as will invite an 
increased importation of foreign products, 

Nobody knows better than Mr. Watterson 
that, if the internal revenue infamy is re- 
pealed, the government will be compelled 
to raise its revenue by means of lower taxes 
on imports. What, then, is the trouble? 
It is this : the Courier-Journal is in favor 
of destroying the industries of the south by 
means of free traeie, and is desirous of sad- 
dling on the people for long years to come 
the internal revenue infamy. 


The Cotton-Seed Oil Mills. 
Judge Henry B. Tompkins is authorty for 
the statement that a strong company will 
enter the field against the American Cotton 
Oil Trust company, and build at once new 
mills in the sonth. Four immense mills 
will be built in time for the next cotton 


crop. 
The people are to be congratulated on 
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tion. Monopoly is bad enough bem any 
circumstances. But to have the \purchase, 
manufacture and sale of so important a crop 
held in one hand would be exceptionally 
disastrous. So greata man as Mr. Armour 
found it necessary to secure terms from this 
corporation before it became strong enough 
to strangle him. How much more does the 
farmer need help against such a monopoly. 
The present mills only pay the farmer two 
cents a pound for the oil that they sell after 
the swiftest manipulation at nine cents a 
pound. If they have no competition they 
will reduce even this absurdly low price. 
With competition the price would undonbt- 
edly advance until the farmer received for 
his seed something like its real value. 

Mr. Armour has confessed that he uses 
one-fifth of the extire cotton-seed oil product 
of the country, and sells it as lard, the oil 
improving the lard. It isalsosold in vast 
quantities as olive oil, and in still larger 
quantities in butter. It is rapidly entering 
into every article we eat in which pure and 
delicately flavored grease or is desirable. 
And yet the mills only take one-seventh of 
the seed that is raised annually. New mills 
are needed to utilize the full crop, as well as 
to meet the demands of the market and im- 
prove the price of seed. The new company 
is said to have ample capital. It certainly 
has a wide and profitable field. It should 
have the unstinted sympathy and support of 
the people of the south, and especially of the 
farmers, who depend absolutely on competi- 
tion for fair prices and a steady market for 
their seed. : 


Atlanta and Her Railroads, 

Atlanta’s neighbors have been making 
right smart fuss about railroads, while At- 
lanta has been comparatively quiet. The 
chances are, however, that she will pick up 
two or three roads while the excitement is 
up. Theroad from Atlanta to Hawkins- 
ville is not only assured, but its completion 
from the Jatter point into south Georgia 
and thence to Floridais certain. Survey- 
ing parties are now locating the line for the 
Georgia, Carolina and Northern road, and its 
projectors declare that it will be built as 
rapidly as possible. The Atlanta and Selma 
road, one of the best lines yet projected from 
this city, is in strong hands, and will, in all 
probability, be begun and finished. With 
these three roads added to her present sys- 
tem, the gate city will be about as indepen- 
dent as a woodsawyer. 


A Thrifty Georgia City. 

It did not require a boom to display the 
advantages of Rome as a business point. 
The past history of the city is evidence that 
it has a front rank in the commercial centers 
of the state. Her progress has ever been 
upward, her citizenry among the best in 
Georgia, and her business men the peers of 
any. 

Situated, as Nome is, right in the heart of 
the mineral region of Georgia, it is only a 
wonder that capitalists did not flock there 
first. It is a fact not necessary to prove, 
that the various minerals are found in better 
proportion and in more variety in the hills of 
Georgia than elsewhere. When once this 
fact was made evident, it was inevitable 
that the influence should be felt in Rome, 
because of its immediate proximity. 

The gentlemen at the head/ of the present 
improvements around that city, stand at the 
head of her business men. Such men as 
Holmes, Simpson, Reynolds, Howell, Bass 
and others would never lend their names to a 
movement which did not have absolute 
merit.

TALMAGE TALKS. 


He Discusses Beecher, Prohibition and Sun- 
day Laws. 
From the St. Louis Republican.. 

Rev. T.DeWitt Talmage, pastor of the Brook- 
lyn tabernacle, arrived in the city yesterday morn- 
ing, was at the Southern during the day and deliv- 
ered a lecture at Exposition hall last night. A Re- 
publican reporter sent up his card to the eminent 
divine yesterday afternoon and Mr. Talmage greet- 
ed the reporter cordially, talking interestingly for 
half an hour. 

“Did you attend Mr. Beecher’s funeral services 
in Brooklyn?”’ 

“Oh, yes. The Rev. Pr. Hall, of the Episcopal 
church, officiated at Mr. Beecher’s church. | de- 
livered an address at the same hour in the Baptist 
church, a short distance away.” 

“Did you know Mr. Beecher well? ’ 

“Oh, yes; quite well, I might say intimately, for 
nineteen years, during all the time of lsis residence 
and ministry in Brooklyn. He was indeeda most 
covrteous and genial man.”’ 

“Whatdo you think of Mr. Beecher’s record-in 
politics?” was asked. 

“In what way?”’ 

‘Did his political life make him a greater man, 
or did it lessen his greatness?’ 

‘That, in my opinion,is all amatter of public sen 
timent. Some approve ofthe course Mr. Beecher 
pursued and some objected toit. His connection 
with politics certainly made him better known to 
the world, but then 1 believe that Mr. Beecher al- 
always aspired to be a great preacher—a great man 
in the pulpit. I know that it was his belief that a 
minister should go into all mannerof work and 
into things of a public nature, but at the same time 
Ido not think that Mr. Beecher ever lost sight of 
his pulpit. I myself donot believe that the pulpit 
should disfranchise a man, and while 1 lectureand 
preach more, perbaps, on topics of public interest 
than does any other clergyman, yet I do not go into 
politics. In fact, 1. have but very little use for 
either of the twogreat parties. Thercis no issue 
between them—it ‘is simply a question of ins 
and outs, and when one is in the other is 
always dissatistied.’’ 

The conversation touched upon the temperance 
question, and Mr. Talmage said jihat he often felt 
amused at the speculations that were published to 
the effect that at such and such a time the repubil- 
can party would insert the prohibition plank in its 
platform. ‘‘But the truth is,’ he continued, 
‘neither of the great parties will in a thousand 
years insert even as much as a splinter of a prohi- 
bition plank in their platform.’’ 

This subject of temperance was suggestive, per- 
haps, for Mr. Talmage ordered a pair of lemonade 
in the way of refreshment. The conversation 
turned on Sabbath desecration, and Mr. Talmage 
eaid: “I am in favor of a Sunday law and the strict 
enforcement of it. When the Sabbath is not ob- 
served our republican institutions are in danger. I 
would even dispense with the Sunday newspapers 
on the ground of Sabbath desecration and on the 
ground of humanity. I believe that man is like g 
seven-day clock: his energies must be renewed 
every week. Take, for instance, your own profes- 
sion. Would not the editors, the reporters, the 
type-fetters and all the seven-day workerabe more 
vigorous and healthy if they reserved one of the 
scven days of the week for rest and recreation? 
The seven-day workers, as a rule, wear out carly in 
life— statistics will show that,’’

Un- 
pridied competition produces absolute consoli- 
gation and monopoly, and in railroading there 
‘eno cecape from it. You may ask me how it 
produces this result, Experience an- 
i Say there are three com- 
peting lines between two given points or cities. 
If these lines carry at reasonalle rates 
and pool the business, the rates will be steady 
and uniform. If they are not permitted to 
Jand are thrown loose for unbridled com- 
tition, they will soon run to the point where 
the weakest of the three will be unable to sus- 
tain itself, and, not being able to meet its en- 
ments, it will go into the hands of a re- 
ceiver and will finally be sold under the mar- 
shal’s hammer, and is likely to be purchased 
by the strongest of the three. _ 

Then, as unbridled competition rages be- 
tween the two remaining companies, the 
stronger finally predominates over the weaker, 
and the weaker one finally breaks down and 
oes through the same process of liquidation, 
and is disposed of under the marshal’s ham- 
mer and bought in by the stronger competitor. 
The three are then placed under one manage- 
ment, that management applying alike to all 
three of them, and there is no more war of 
rates. There is no more need of a pool; the 
yery fact that one of the companies now owns 
the railroads formerly owned by three compa- 
nies dispenses with a necessity for a poo! and 
at once puts a period to all competition, and 
the three lines run in perfect harmony. Wits 
result, therefore, o/ devying to the railroads 
the right to poo! their f: eights is the con30oli- 
dation of all the lines of each section of the 
country under one management, which is an 
absolute monopoly of the business of the séc- 
tion. 

Tne southern railroad companies cannot 
raintain themselves if they must go lntoa 

rpetual war of rate cutting. Experience 
* ing taught them this, they have formed an 
sscociation known «as the Southern Railway 
and Steamship association, which embraces the 
territory from the Potomac to the Mississipm 
rivers, and from the Atlantic and the gulf to 
the Ohio river, including the steamships doing 
the coastwise trade between the southern 
and eastern cities. Since the pool has been es- 
tablished rates have gone steadily down. 
They have been generally maintained, and the 
companies have been enabled to get along by 
uniformity and maintenance of rates, and 
they have given the section of country 
covered by them good railroad service. Vass 
your bill denying to them the right to pool 
their business, and what will be the result? 
It will be consolidation and absolute monopoly. 

There are six leading companies which now 
cover and do the business of nearly all the ter- 
ritory mentioned. What is known as the 
Coast line runs from Virginia down the coast 
toFlorida; the Richmond and Danville from 
Washington to Birmingham, Ala., with 
branches; the Central of Georgia, covering the 
greater part of that stale and a large part 
‘of South Carolina and Alabama ; 
the East Tennessee, Virginia and 
Georgia, with some 2,000 miles of 
railread, covering the territory from Bristol, 
on the line of Virginia and Tennessee, to the 
Mississippi river, anda line through Georgia 
from Chattanooga to Brunswick: the (Jueen 
and Crescent line, Cincinnati, O., to New Or- 
leans, with branches; the Louisville and Nash- 
ville, from St.:Louis, Mo., covering a good part 
of Kentucky 1nd Tennessee, and down through 
Alabama into Florida. 

I have not the figures before me, but taking 
the Central as an illustration, and it is one of 
the Jargest combinations of the six, and its 
eapital stock is in round numbers $7,500,000. 
The purchase of a little over three and three- 
quarter millions of dollars gives the party pur- 
chasing control] of the entire line and its 
branches. 

The stock of some of the other companies is a 
Jong way below par, and | presume I might 
safely sey that five millions of dollars each 
would buy a controlling interest in the stock 
of each company. Sothat thirty millions of 


dollars in round numbers would purchase the 


controlling interests in the stock of the six 
companies covering the whole _ territory 
above mentioned, or a _ little larger 
sum would buy them under 
the marshal’s hammer. One single 
man in the state of New York is able to pay 
thirty millions for the stock, and control the 
whole of this vast combination, including the 
lines with all their branches, which would 
leave but a few short railroads in all that vast 
territory which would not be embraced in the 
purchase. And this would end the necessity 
of pooling. Say, forinstance, that Jay Gould 
becomes the purchaser of the controlling inter- 
est in the six great companies. 
result? No pooling is necessary from the Po- 
tomac to the Mississippi, and from the coast 
to the Ohio. As one man _ controls the 
railroads in the whole territory there would 
be perfect harmony in the management. In 
other words, the silence of despotism reigns 
and the monopoly by consolidation and com- 
bination is complete; and you have driven the 
different companies which are able to® sustain 
themselves under the pooling principle into 
bankruptcy, by forcing upon them a ruinous 
competition, and the result has been the 
grasping of the power of the whole combina- 
fion into the hands of one man or one com- 
peny, and thus obviating the necessity of a 
poo . x

The Kules and Regulations andthe Rates of 
Charges Agreed on. 
Mr. Samuel W. Goode is very enthusiastic 


in pressing the needs of a real estate exchange for 
Atlanta. A number of the real estate dealers of 
the city have signed the agreement. to become 
members of the exchange. Among them are: G. 
W. Adair, West & Goldsmith. Tally & Harper, 
Harry Krouse, Frierson & Scott, G. H. #ddleman, 
H. L. Wilson, W. A. Osborne & Son, R. Hl. Knapp, 
Samuel W. Goode & Co. 

The objects of the organization are said to be: 

1. To secure! uniform rates of brokerage in 
real estate transactions, 

2. To protect the business from the encroachment 
of unlicensed and unauthorized persoas who pro- 
fess 10 act as reai estate brokers. 

4. To stimulate greater activity in real estate by 
joint effot in effecting sales and: transactions, 
rather than by scattered individual work. 

5. To discourage and prevent the unfair division 
of the broker’s commissions by persons not in the 
business who haye no real claim upon him fora 
share of h’s living. ; 

6. To place the calling of a real estate broker in 
a position of greater dignity and responsibility in 
thiscommunity, and to initiate measures to place 
itupon a foundation of influence and permanence 
in the future 

7. To unite all interested in real estate in acom- 
mon brotherhood forthe protection of those who 
invest their capital or deal in this class of prop- 
erty. 

8. To astist in obtaining legislative action in the 
future for the protection oi real estate owners, 
dealers and brokers. 

9, To foster and encourage the growth of our city 
by advocating the erection of better ard more sub- 
stantial buildings,the laying outand pavingof new 
streets and avenues, and improyed plumbing and 
sanitary methods generally. 

10. To provide for the use of members of the 
exchange a library of statistics, maps, periodicals 
newspapers, etc., published in the interest of real 
estate, and, in fact, establish a general burean of 
arn oe peat for our members on this important 
Bibject, 

1]. ‘lo devise, if possible, some plan by which 
the repair bills and oiher current cxpenses of real 
estate may be lessened, so as to render it more pro- 
ductive as an investment to its owners and more 
attractive to buyers. 

12. To establish the principle of exclusive agency 
in handling real estaic. 

Below are the rates of charges andthe rezula- 
tions agreed on by the agents wlio haye gone into 
the exchange: 

1. On sales of city property ® per cent on the first 
$2,000, and under; 244 per cent onthe excess of 
£2,000, up to $20,000; over £20,000, 244 per cent. 

2. Outside property and farms, 5 per cent. 

5. Leasing grouna for termof years same as in 
No. 1 On the principal of the rent capitalized at 8 
per cent. 

1. Exchange of groperties, same rates per the 
above rules. The broker of each principal is en- 
titled to charge a full commission. 

+. Appraisements. City property, $10 to one-half 
per cent upon the valuation, where an examina- 
tion isnecessary. For an office valuation a fee of 
not less than $ shall be charged. 

6. Outside ye ek 8 $15 to one per cent upon the 
valuation ard traveling expenses, 

7. samen City, one or more years, five per 
cent upon the first year’s rental. 

8. Renting country property. Ten per cent upon 
the first year’s rental. 

®% Renting and collecting. Five per cent for 
property renting for over $10 per month, and 10 
per cent for houses renting for less than $10 per 
month, except when the aggregate of such rents to 
owner amount to $50, or over, then 5 per cent shall 
Le charged. 

10, Brokerage shall be considered earned and 

payable when the price and terms are arranged 
between the buyer and seller, lessor and lessee, or 
other principal parties, the minis of both parties 
having fully met whether the arrangements shall 
have been reduced to writing oronly verbal. 
_ 11. Should the title to property prove defective, 
imperfect or objectionable, in consequence of 
which a transaction cannot be finally consum- 
mated, not less than one-half the full commission 
shall be charged. 

12. Where the property is sold anda part of the 
purchase money remains on credit, or redeemable 
ground rents, acommission shall be chargeable on 
the entire principal or value of property. 

13. When property is withdrawn after it bas 
been sdvertised and shown to customers by an 
agent having it on his list for sale, if thesame shal] 
be sold after said withdrawal to any customer or 
person to whom said agent shall have shown, or 
whrse attention was first called to it by 
said agent, the said agent shuil be entitled to his 
full regular ccmmission. 

On making [yublic sales for executor, adminis- 
trator, gverdians: and trustees, and commissioners 
the ratcs shall be as follows: In no 
case less than $5. When the agent makes plat 
and advertises the property, either or both, in no 
case is the charge to be less than one per cent and 
€x pebres, 

Whenever property has been cflered by an agent 
to a customer for rent or for Fale at a price fixed 
by the owner or other proper person, the property 
cannot be with¢rawn unless the agent is paid one 
balf the regular commission, if said customer de- 
clares himself willing to take the property at the 
price and on the terms fixed in the offer. 

No agent shall divide commission with owner or 
with any outside or special agent.

ATLANTA'S HIGHWAY TO DEEP 
WATER. 


Whst Was Done Yesterday by the Georgia Improve- 
ment Company-—The Atlanta and Hawkinsville 
Rallway Given Substantial Aid -The Sub- 
scription Increased to $275,000, 


In pursuance to a call in yesterday’s ConsTI- 
TUTION about fifty gentlemen}met at the cham- 
ber'of commerce to discuss the Atlanta and 
Hawkinsville road. 

The Georgia Improvement company, just 
chartered by the superior court, is a company 
of capitalists organized for the purpose of pro- 
moting and building railroads, canals, factories 
or any other enterprites looking to the good of 
Atlanta or Georgia, This company determined 
to become a construction company for building 
the Atlanta and Hawkinsville road, The meet- 
in g was called for the purpose of accepting the 
charter, and confirming the subscription list, 
which assures the completion of the road, 

Mr. 8. M. Inman was called to the chair, and 


' Mesers. W. L. Peeland J. K. Brunner were 


made secretaries. Mr. Inman stated the object 
of the mecting, and requested Judge Collier 
to favor the meeting with legal advice upon 
peints of doubt. - 

Mr. Collier stated that the first thing in order 
would be for the incorporators of the Georgia 
Improvement company to accept the charter. 
The charter was then read and unanimously 
accepted, eighteen of the incorporators out of 
twenty-six being present and voting. Judge 
Collier then stated that the incorporators must 
then by a vote transfer the charter to the 
stock holders of the Georgia Improvement com- 
pany. This was done bya vote of seventeen to 
one. The chairman then announced that the 
meeting of the incorporators would stand ad- 
journed, and a meeting of the stockholders was 
then called, Captain J. W. English being put in 
the chair, and the secretaries of the former 
meeting continuing. 

Mr. John N. Dunn ssid that after proceed- 
ing with the building of the Atlantaand Haw- 
kinsville road as far as the original subscrip- 
tiops would justify, it was suggested by Messrs. 
English & Co., the contractors, that a construc- 
tion company be formed, with sufficient capi- 
tal, to put the road through. The directors of 
the road agreed as to the wisdom of this 
course, but insisted that every original stock- 
holder should have an opportunity of sub- 
scribing tothe new company’s stock. They 
determined, therefore, to issnea circular to 
each subscriber stating that it was impossible 


to finish the road under the original plan. ° 


‘That a construction company was about to be 
organized, and that in the opinion of the direc- 
tors the profits of this new company would be 
considerable, and the directors desired that 
every original subscriber to the road should 
share the profits of the constraction 
company. The subscriber to whom this circa- 
lar was sent, was thereupon invited to subscribe 
whatever amount he pleased tothe construc- 
tion company, the organization of which was 
deferred forty daysfrom the sending of the 
circular, so that every original stockholder 
might be heard from. Mr. Dann said there 
bad not been a single response to this circular. 
A few days ago a few gentlemen took the mat- 
ter in hand and immediately raised two hun- 
dred and fifty thousand dollars—the entire 
capital needed for the construction company. 
This meeting wascalled for the purpose of 
cou firming that list and electing the officers of 
the construction company. 

Colonel Maddox inquired if any meeting had 
ever been held before, 

Captain English replied that no meeting 
had ever been held. He said that it was nec- 
essary for somebody to act in the matter, and 
that a few gentlemen had canvassed the city 
and raised the money. There was no secrecy 
aboat it. Those in charge wanted every stock- 
holder to participate in the profits of the con- 
struction company,and he was ready even 
to yield part of the $25,000 he had subscribed 
to any original stockholder who wanted it. 

Mr. Grady suggested that all the original 
subscribers who wanted to take stock in the 
construction company be allowed to do so, and 
that the present subscribers be scaled to such 
amount as to let in all who wished to come in. 
The original subscribers to the road should have 
* ery addantage that was given to any subscri- 
er. 

Mr. C, A. Collier said that he was not willing 
to have his stock scaled, as he thought the men 
who got up the company were entitled to hold 
the stock they had subscribed toit. He agreed, 
however, that every original  stock- 
holder should have the privilege 
of subscribing, and was in favor of raising the 
capital stock of the company to such an 
amount as would admit every man who had 
subscribed a dollar to the road. The difficulty 
was, this could not be done until the directors 
were elected as the charter limited the capital 
to $250,000 at organization. The directors 
would have to raise the stock s0 as to give 
every subscriber all that he wanted, and while 
this would lessen the profits of the prosent sub- 
scribers, there was no one who would not be 
willing to see bis profits reduced in order to 
give every subscriber a fair showing. 

Mr. Inman could not see that a subscriber 

could lose anything by subscribing to the 
stock after the directors were elected. It 
would be on exactly the same basis as the pres- 
ent subscribers, with the advantage of know- 
ing exactly who the directors were before the 
subscription was made. He would be just as 
willing to subscribe after the directors were 
elected as before,as the stock would be the 
same. . 
Mr. Grady then moved that the capital stock 
of the Georgia Improvement company be in- 
creased from £250,000 to asum not to exceed 
$500,000, and so much thereof as would give 
every Original subscriber to the Atlanta and 
Hawkinsville road as much of the new stock 
as he desired to take, 

Mr. R. J. Lowry thought that a limit should 
be put to the time up to which new subscrip- 
tions should be received. 

Mr. Aaron Haas moved that April Ist at 4 
o’clock be fixed as the time for closing thesub- 
scription books. This amendment was accept- 
ed, aud the resolution was passed. Before the 
meeting adjourned $25,000 additional was sub 
scribed, making the stock as it now stands 
$275,000. 

It is probable that about $400,000 will be 
needed to meet the demands of the original 
subscribers to the stock of theroad.

The Encounter of a Tennesseean With One 
on a Lonely Road. 
From the New Orleans Times- Democrat. 
Congressman A., from Tennessee, recounts 
an encounter with a Texas desperado several 
years ago, that, for a time, was fullof thrilling 
interest. Even today, he says, when he thinks 
of itacold tremor runs through him as he 
contemplates the perilin which he was appa- 
rently involved.

Mr. A. started on his journey. He paooswu 
through Marsball and Longview, without any 
event of interest. Everywhere he met with 
open hospitality and kindly treatment. He 
felt indeed that he was among friends.

The picture of 
the Texas desperado was still vivid, and loom- 
ed up before him. He looked before and 
around him cautiously at every bend in the 
road. On the third day he reached Van Zandt 
county.

A BEAUTIFUL BRIDE KILLED BY A 
SHELL. 
A 
A Terrible Incident of the Siege of Charl sston— 
Another Taix “ith Old Man Plunket—e Tells 
of How the Federale Acted in 4 Wreck— 
Tne Btory of Old Yaller Again. 


Written for the Constitution. 

During the tumult and excitement of the 
ate war, one of the saddest incidents that 0% 
curred was the marriage and death of Annie, 
eldest daughter of Governor Pickeas, 0! South 

Carolina. In the midst of the great events of 
the war such tragedies were comparati vely un- 

noticed, but now that time has calmed the 
troubled sea of strife and contention a picture of 
that scene will be of general interest, and will 
awaken a cord of sympathy in the hoarts of all 
who read it. - 
On April 22, 1863, in Charleston, South Caro- 
olina, at the residence of Governor Pickens 
-@ party was assembled to witness the marriage 
ccremony of Annie Pickens to Lieutenant 
LeRcchelle. | 
It was a time when terror and anguish 
was prevailing throughout the entire 
south, andthe booming of the union guns 
then roared in the harbors, but the little nam- 
ber who had collected together had determined 
to smile even though their hearts were aching 
and they were trembling with terror. Beneath 
the soft light of the chandelier the clergyman 
stood with the habiliments of the charch en- 
‘shrouding his venerable form. Before him was 
the noble young lieutenant in his official uni- 
form, while beside him leant the beantifal and 
stately woman who was to become his wife, 
There she stood regal and proud, possessing 
everything that prestige of birth, rank and 
wealth could give. “Are you ready,” asked 
the minister, unclasping his book. ‘ Yes,” said 
Le Rochelle, taking the band of his bride. 
Scarcely was the answer uttered than there 
was an awfulcrash. A shellfrom the enemy's 
gurs had penetrated the mansion 
bursting in the midst of the marriage scene, 
and scattering its deadly missiles sround; men 
‘trembled and women screamed, mirrors were 
shivered and for a moment the walls ssomed to 
rock to and fro. In a few moments quiet 
reigned, and it was ascertained that the only 
fatal wound received was in the left temple of 
the waiting bride, who lay likea beautifal 
crushed flower inthe arms of hor agonized 
lover. Laying her on a lounge he beat over 
her, and in a moan of despair, prayed that 
even in death she would become his wife. Her 
quick drawn breath, melted inasigh, as the 
lips smiled assent. There she lay pure and 
white as the cluster of camelias at her breast, 
whilethe crimson life tide oozed in heavy 
drops from the death wound in her brow, and 
coursed its stream over the lovely cheek, marr- 
ing the snowy clouds of her bridal veil that 
enveloped _ her. Tho ceremony was 
of few words, and the “wes,” 
was murmured in a dying whisper 
beneath the husband's kiss. Ina moment all 
was over, a litt'o struggle and she was dead. 

Beneath the cool deep shadows of the mag- 
nolia, Annie Pickens Le Rochelle, was laid to 
rest, where the sad wail of the waters sighed 
an eternal requium, while the brave young 
soldier went his way, in the fire and danger o 
battle torerve his country and his God. He 
little feared the sword or the bullet of war, 
for ever athis heart there was a wound more 
cruel than death, and lasting as life. 


OLDMAN PLUNKETTI. 


He Tells How Yankee Prisoners Actedin a 
‘ Railroad Wreck. 


JoNESBORO, Ga., March 17.—'‘Yes,” said old 
man Piunket, “i've been hereabouts for a long 
time. I was bornin old Georgia, and [ve nev- 
erbeen out of the state, and I never hada 
mind to leave but once, and that was when 
the big guns were booming up at Atlanta, and 
the ‘small guns were going same aser fire:n a 
cancbrake, and the big road was full of people 
refugeeing, as they call it, and all my wimin 
folks had left, so that I gota notion in my head 
that I had better leave too. Off I put for 
Bear Creek station, and I boarded the train 
that was going to Macon, and the train was be- 
hind time, and Bill Mitchell was the engineer, 
and he was the fastest ranner in these parts 
then, £0 we wasn’t long in getting out of hear- 
ing of everything that sounded like war. 

“The train wasloaded with people refugee- 
ing, confederate wounded, and one box of 
yankee prisoners on their way to the prison at 
Andersonville. We were running abont forty 
miles er hor, and I was holding my breath, 
for I was notmuch at riding on trains, when 
all of a sudden Lum Kile, another engineer, 
puffed around a curve coming right facing us, 
and had down grade on us with a big heavy 
freight train, and it looked to me like Kile 
and Mitchell both pulled their engines wide 
open and then jumped, and right then there 
was the suddenest stop that was ever seed in 
these parts, and everything was tore all to 
pieces, and every body was killed I thought. 
Pretty soon I was pulled out from among the 
rubbish, and a fellow drug me over toa little 
distance, and kinder brought me too, and I 
looked upand seed it was one of those yankee 
prisoners, and I was so scared that I conld not 
think of any prayer. so I shut my eyes and fell 
back on wy old grace, and said “Lord make 
me thankful fur what we 

and give it up. 

There was nary one er them yankees hurt, 
and ifever youseed men work to relieve the suf- 
fering, it was them prisoners. There was forty 
persons killed outright, and | don’t know how 
many died afterwards, and if it hadn’t er 
been for them yankees I guess I’d smothered 
to death, and they were the very folks I was 
trying to get outen the way of. I’m glad 
they acted so generous like, for it softened 
my heart towards the yankee nation, and has 
helped me to bear uD under 
the sting of defeat, for. I said 
right then, and I say now that there is nothing 
I’ve got that’s too good forsuch men as these. 
Idon’t know what become of them, they may 
never got back to their homes, but I say this, 
that there are few folks who would have done 
as they did. Their guards were all killed or 
scared fo that they had no time to look after 
prisoners, and them yankees could have walked 
right off into the woodz and have been with 
Sherman er gin in a few hours, but they didn’t, 
and the last I saw of them they were trying 


to relieve the suffering of that unfortunate 
crowd. 


“Lum Kile and Bill Mitchell, both live up 
at Atianta now. They were skint up a rights. 
smart, but jumping saved them, ana they 
could tell you more about that collision that I 
can, It was just two miles this side of Barnes- 
vil'e, and that’s the furthest I ever got from 
home on er refugeeing trip. I turned right 
back, fir thinks I to myself, I was running 
from yankees, and I got ina place that but 
for them I'd been er goner,

“This song didn’t sound well to me that , 
night, and J felt right hard towards them nig- 
gers, but I’ve got over all that now, and I’m 
about as big er abolitionist as ever old Horace 
Greely was. 

“It may be stranger, you'll run er cross some 
er these yankees what I’ve told yerabout, in 
your travels up north, and if you do, I want 
you to tell ‘em howdy, and tell ’em if they 
ever come down in these parts, that they 
must come to see me for !’ve got nothing 
that’s too good to share with the men that so 
tenderly labored to relieve the suffering of the 
people that held them as prisoners of war, 
when they could have took to the woods, and 
er been back with old Sherman ina few hours.” 
* # os 

“Old man Plunkett is a level headed old 
man,’ said old man Brown. ‘‘Meand him 
were school boys together, and whatever ho 
tells you, you may depend on. 

“The old man don’t know as much about the 
war as I does, cause he was always crippled up 
with rheumatics, and didn’t have togo. Me 
and Plonkett were boys together, and we were 
always friends, and never had a fa}ling out in 
our lives. My wife.and Plunkett’s wife were 
sisters, and me and him married on the same 
day, but he’s got more erbout him than I is, 
cause he never bad no children to feed and 
clothe, and edueate. Me and my old oman 
hadn't been married mor’n a year or 80 ’fore 
we had a great big strapping gal baby. I want- 
eda boy, but it was a gal, and in a short time I 
wouldn’t er took narry nigger in Georgia for 
the little thing. Well, it warnt no great sight 
ofer time ‘fore we had ernother baby, and it 
wasa gal too. Says I ‘look here old ’oman I 
wants a boy, ding this gal business.’ Well 
the truth is, the old ’oman she wanted a boy 
too, but sbedidn’tsay nothin. Batit warnt 
no great sightofter while ’fore we had er noth- 
er baby, and it wasa gal too, and I couldnt 
couldn’t stand itany longer. I waltzed over 
to the still house and got as drunk as er biled 
owl, andI stayed drunk abouter week. But 
it warnt no great while ’fore we had ernother 
—er gal, and it warnt no hundred years ‘fore 
we had six—all gals, and by this time me and 
the old ’oman both got ;lum disgusted, but 
he)p ourselvesand I sorter come to be res 
conciled, butthe old ’oman she got wore 
cere than I ever was erbout wantin a boy, and 
I thought she’d loose her mind several times 
on the subject, but it warnt no use in kicking, 
every time it was er gal, till we had twelve, 
and then we both give up, when lo and be- 
hold the thirteenth one was a boy. I got bil- 
in drunk ergin then, and by jings the old 
‘oman took er little er the spirits herself, but 
it was all joy this time, and I enjoyed itso 
much till I jumped around cuttin up didoes 
till I lit up to ent the pigeon wing, and I fell 
and broke my collar bone, and I feel it til yet. | 
You see that is why Plunket has got more tr- 
yound him than Iis. I had twelve gals and 
er boy to raise, and he didn’t have nobody but 
bim and his old o’man to take care of. 

‘I’m like Plunket erbout the war being er 
bad thing, but there was things what was bad 
outside er the killing, and the hardship of the 
soldiers. The wimins had a worser time, if 
|} anything, than the soldiers in the field, for 
them were tough times, and you couldn’t get 
nothin if you had the money to get it witb. 
My old ‘oman had the headache for three 
years, I know just for the evant er coffee, and 
she tried everything in the southern confeder- 
acy to get a substitute for the old fashioned 
coffee, but it can’t be done. She tried parched 
corn, parched wheat, parched meal, parched 
okra seed, parched sweet potatoes, and every 
other tarnal thing she could think of, and she 
made it and called it coffee, and we drank it, 
but it warn’t no use, the headache would come. 
Just think of having to live three years with- 
out any coffee. And that warnt all, you 
couldn’t get nothin. Why one er these here 
blecks of factory thread what you can almost 
pick up in the road now, then you would have 
to go to the factory to get. Go fifty milesin 
er two horse waggin for ter get one little old 
block er factory thread, and that haint al’, it 
took er smart ‘oman to get any when she went 
to the factory, for there was always big crowds 
at the factories for there warnt many, and 
people went from thirty to forty, and fifty 
miles around, and camped there at the factc- 

ies, and grabbed every bunch that was turned 
out ‘fore it could be wrapped up—they had to 
make the wimmin form a line at the facto- 
ries durin the war, and a fellow would stand 
at er window, and as fast as the thread was 
ready hewouli hand it out, each ’oman getting 
| a bunch in her turn, and if she broke ranks 
| and tried to get up in front, they put her 
back foot, and some times they’d stand in line 
sliday, and close up as the front ones were sup- 
plied, without getting a ball, theline would 
be so long. And then the wimmin grieved for 
the poor fellows what had to bein the war, 
and everybody had to be there, that could 
stand erlone almost. ‘These conscr pt officers 
what they had in the confederacy was so fur 
erhead er these here revenue collectors that 
they couldn’t er held er light fur’em. They 
came to my house a many a time after me; 
but me, and the old ‘oman together out 
talked ‘em, and never was arrested and took 
up for zamination till they passed the law to 
take them froms sixteen to sixty, and then 
fhey got me. I hadn’t heard of the law being 
passed, and they come in on me and took me 
by surprise, and axed me: 

“How oldare you?” ~* 

“Fifty-six, last fodder-pullin time,” said I. 

“We'll have to take you, get ready quick. 
We have orders to conscript up to sixty.” 

““T gosh,’ says I, ‘you'll take the old ’oman 
next. Then he axed, turning erround toour | 
boy. 

“ ‘How old is he?’ 

“‘Only sixteen,’ spoke up the old ‘oman. 

“ ‘We'll have to take him—itsfrom sixteen to 
sixty.’ 

Tte gals busted out er crying, and the old. 
‘oman, she went ter crying and, says she, 

“*l wish he’d been a gal too.’ 

“And I says, ‘I wish I was-e gal myself,’ 
but the old ‘omanshe wouldn’tagree with me, 
and she says: 

“‘Jerimiah, I don’t think you’l "get hurt.’ 
The old oman knowed me. I didn’t. They 
took me and putme in what they called Joe 


Brown’s militia, and I fared pretty well con- 
siderin. 
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AS TOLD BY AN OFFICER IN COMMAND 
CF THE SHOOTING SQUAD. 


One of the first of the CoNsTITUTION's war 
stories was an accountofthe execution of “Yal- 
ler Jacket’’or “Oid Yalier”’ for desertion. Be- 
low is an account written by Cap- 
tain ‘A. Pp. Perham, of the 
Quitman Free Press. Osptain Perham com- 
manded the squad that executed Old Yaller. 


He says: 

n was the man’s proper name, but 
we called him “Old Yaller” on account of the 
peculiar color of his hair, beard and complex- 


‘€ ion. This nickname was given very soon after 


: 


he enlisted, and he was known by no other, 


except on the roll of his company. 1 think he 
came from the northeastern portion of Berrien 
county. Atany rate he belonged to the “Berrien 
Minute Men,” the company that General Levi 
J. Knight carried into service. This company 
was divided and ‘‘Yaller’’ wasthen placed un- 
der Captain, and afterwards Major Lamb. 

Imention Major Lamb, for the reason that 
he was onthe court martial that condenined 
“Yaller,” and wes himself condemned by many 
of the soldiers and officers for his action at the 
time, and I mention him for the further reason 
that he, as well as every other member of the 
court martial, was killed before ‘‘Yaller’ was 
executed. I digressgs little farther to say that 
I myself saw Major Lamb, who was a brave of- 
ficer, Killed by a solid shot at Jackson, Missis- 
sippi, some three weeks before the execution 
of ‘‘Yaller.”’ 

But to proceed: During the second year of 
the war, the Twenty-ninth and Thirtieth Geor- 
gia regiment, were ordered from Savannah to 
Jacksonville to repel the enemy, whom it was 
thought were trying to effect a landing at that 
point. Returning a few weeks later “Yalier” 
stepped off the train at the 
station on the Savannah, Florida 
and Western railroad nearest his home—proba- 
bly Naylor—and went to see his family. 

He was reported “absent 
and when he returned to his command at Sa- 
vannah, he' was placed in the guard tent and 
charges were preferred against him. It was 
from the guard tent that he desertedand went 
home the second time. 

After staying at home a short while he 
joined a cavalry command and went west. It 
igs said that he was in several engagements and 
fought bravely, and that this fact was made 
known to the court martial thaf tried him. 

A few months before the fall of Vicksburg 
the troops from Savannah were ordered to the 
west, and soon after reaching Mississippi, aman 
by the name of Bill Warren who belonged to 
company JI, twenty-ninth Georgia regiment, 
discovered “Yaller’ in a cavalry company and 
reported the fact to Colonel Young. “Yaller” 
was arrested and soon after tried by court mar- 
tial;I think at Canton. There was probably 
no day nor night, from the time of his trial 
until he was executed, that he could not have 
easily escape. 

During from Yazoo 
to Jackson he made great com- 
plaint that he could not keep his 
guard together, and on the retreat from Jack- 
son, he procured a cow bell, and itis a fact, 
that with this he often collected the scattered. 
retreating and tired men who should have 
been taking care of him. 

At Norton the army rested, somewhat de- 
moralized, ,discouraged and broken down, and 
I shall always think that the “necessity for an 
example” at this juncture sealed poor “‘Yal- 
ler’s’’ doom, 

Ths night before he wa; shot, and after his 
sentence had been read, one of the guards wihio 
was on duty told him to run and that he would 
shoot and miss him. But “Yaller” refused to 
make any attempt to escape and declared that 
he was ready todie. A petition was signed by 
ail, except perhaps one officer in command, for 
his pardon, but if it ever reached General 
Johrston it was refused. 

I make no apology for mentioning a little 
circumstance concerning myself in connection 
with this matter. Onthe morning of the day 
of the execution Mr. E. 8. Remington (Crump,) 
now express agent at Thomasville, thenclerk 
at regimental headquarters, (twenty-ninth 
Georgia) came around to notify the officers of 
the line to report at headquarters for the pur- 
pose of drawing lots to decide who should com- 
mand the shooting squad. When Remingt mn 
came to me I requested him to ask Colonel 
Young to allow him (Remington) to draw for 
me, and told him that I felt quite certain that 
the sad and awful duty would fall to my lot. 
I was not surprised at all when a few minutes 
later I received orders to report at regimental 
headquarters prepared to take charge of the 
squad which was todothe shooting. I am 
not superstitious, but I knew the task would 
be mine. Remington remembers the circum- 
stance. I loaded the twelve guns;six with 
buck and ball and six with blank cartridges, 
and distributed them to the men so that no 
one knew what his gun contained. 

About ten o’clock a. m., we marched with 
the prisoner to a large open fie'd, where the 
entire army was already formed in “hollow 
square” and took position in the cente:, “Yal- 
ler’ was blind-folded and seated upon his cof- 
fin. Through the surgeon or chaplain, I for. 
get which, I was notified that the prisoner 
requested that I attend to it, that he bo killed 
instantly. Stepping down the line Iinstructed 
the boys to shoot himin the b:east or head and 
make sure work ofit. Then returning t> the 
right flank of the squad, I stepped two paces 
to the front, faced to the left, and command >d: 
Attention squad! Shoulder arms! Ready' Aim! 
Fire! They fired together. The report souni 
ed as one big gun. Poor “Yaller” fell back on 
his rough pine coffin dead. Five balls had 
penetrated his breast and one had pierced his 
forehead. Life’s pathway has not always been 
strewn with flowers for me, noryet hare 
thorns continually,beset me. My ex perience has 
probably been similar in a general way to that 
of most others, but I do not believe that there 
are many who have passed through what I aid 
on that memorable day. Chapman was we!] 
known to the writer as he was to almost all of 
the brigade. He was aman of no edacation, 
uncouth and illiterate, but possessed of “mother 
wit,” in a large degree. He was very fond of 
practical jokes and had little regard for army 


regulations or the discipline of camp life. He 
was a man of more than doubtful morals, but 


was popular in a certain way, and his fate 
was universally regretted. 

He should not have been executed. The 
plea of “military necessity” had no argument 
in this instance to sustainit. The army un- 
derstood the situation and knew the evidence 
and circumstances surrounding the whole case, 
We were all aware that Chapman had not de- 
serted the “cause,” and was simply being shot 
that discipline might be enforced. His execu- 
tion could not, under these circumstances, 
have the desired effect. I¢ was a military 
mistake instead of a “‘military necessity.” 

The condemned man stated to the writer that 
he left the guard tent at Savannah because he 
thought injustice was being done him, but that 
the idea of deserting to the enemy never en- 
tered bis mind. Chapman had a wife and sevr- 
eral children in Berrien county.

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BOOKS AND AUTHORS. 


A Glance Over the Literary Field—Rider 
Haggarda’s Stories—News and Notes. 


THE wonderful success of the books of that 
comparatively new writer, H. Rider Haggard, 
appears to have baffled and astonished the 
critics, but the public reads the stories with 
avidity and takes the matter mildly. In 
‘England and in this country edition after 
edition of “King Solomon’s Mines” 
and ‘She’ have been sold. At- 
lanta has not been behind hand. 
One bookitore here has sold more than five 
hundred copies of “‘She,” and the demand con. 
tinues. There is also, we are told, a steady 
and increasing demand for Mr. Haggard’s other 
books—“King Solomon’s Mines,” ‘‘Jess,” and 
“The Witch's Head.”’ 

The critics are bafiled and astonished, but 
they are not silent. “King Solomon’s Mines,” 
which bas had a tremendous sale, was tolera- 
bly well received by those who suppose 
that their opinions are sought 
after by the public, but they have condemned 
“She.” In this the correspondents of the lit- 
erary periodicals join with the critics, and we 
are told that “She’’ is not only horrible as to 
details, but vulgar and sensational in its con- 
ception, and crude as to style. Weare told, in 
short, tha; ‘“She’’ lacks literary art, and is ev- 
erythiog that an artistic story should not be. 

The trouble with Mr. Haggard is that he is 
upsetting some,of the pet theories of our mod- 
ern novelists who have an idea that fiction isa 
finer art now than when Dickens and Thact- 
eray wrote, and that it is a finer art 
because the public taste demands 
that it "should be On this line and 
jn this direction quite a controversy has been 
going on for some time between those who call 
themselves ‘“‘realists’ and those who believe 
thata novel ora story should be something 
more than an analysis of the emotions of tn- 
interesting people. _Mr. Howells and his 
school are of the opinion that all the stories 
were written long ago, and that what people 
want now is a series of finical histories of the 
thoughts of people who are not only common- 
place, but trivial. 

There can be no doubt that both Mr. Howells 
and Mr. James write entertaining books. - Each 
has a beautiful style and large gifts of humor, 
anél the books of each are enjoyed by a refine! 
aud cultivated audience, But the works of 
Howells and James are caviare tothe genera’. 
They touch neither the hearts nor the sensi- 
bilities of the great public. 

In the course of this controversy be5wesn 
the realists and the romanticists a great many 
interesting suggestions have been made. Mr 
William Henry Bishop, a writer of some note, 
declares that American fiction runsaltogetber to 
character and dialect that the writers kuow 
nothing about. Hesays that our native wri- 
ters ron off to strange corners and employ in a 
free and an off-hand manner the particular 
lingo with which they are least 
familiar. This is to some extent 
: side-issue, but it goes to show 
that the majority are trying to lay their hands 
on the motive: power that runs the machinery 
ofthe mild realism of which Howells and 
James are supposed to be the apostles. 


Just how these gentlemen and their friends. 


propose to explain the remarkable popularity 
that has been reached by Haggard’s stories we 
do not know. Professer Boyesen, of Columbia 
college, declared in a recent lecture that 
American novelists are hampered by the 
knowledge that they must write to suit the 
tastes of young ladies and of men whose ideas 
run to femininity. This observation is evi- 
dently based on the remarkable characteristics 
of Mr. Howells’s stories, which tell, with con- 
siderable humor and cunning, how the girly- 
girliesdo up their back hair and shake out 
their rustling frocks, 

But the difficulty is that the 
young ladies are devouring the books of Ste- 
venson and Haggard, with an avidity that 
shows that they must have been starving for 
the lack of something hearty and wholesome 
in the way of fiction. The critics, as we have 
seen, are of the opinion that Mr. Haggard’s sto- 
ries Jack art—that they are crude and coarse, 
Al] this is not so apparent, except in “The 
Witch’s Head,” which is clearly an experi- 
ment. “King Solomon's Mines’ and ‘She,’ 
are both supposed to be written by wen who 
make no pretentions to literary art—men who 
took part in the adventures. This fact 
is insisted on at the onteet, and 
the author tries to make it apparent on every 
page. Ele succeeds so well in this that it must 
bend mitted, after all, that there is considerable 
literary art developed and displayed in these 
two varratives. 

But if literary art is wholly lacking here, 
cah it be supposed that the enjoyment which 
the publi¢ gets out of the stories is due to this 
fact? Let us bope that Miss Nancyism in lit- 
erature will not permit itself to become dog- 
matic. There must be something vital in 
whatever interests and stirs the great public. 
Shrakspeare and John Bunyan lacked the lit- 
erary art that depends on culture, 

Admitting everything that has been charged 
egainst the Haggard stories by the critics, 
what is to be done with Mr. Robert Louis 
Stevenson's books? -Here isa man whose lit- 
erary art is incomparably finer than that of 
any of his contemporaries who indulge in 
fictive writing; and yet the popularity of his 
stories is remarkable in this day and time. 
He indulgesin both character and dialect and 
hig style is inimitable, nevertheless the public 
buys and reads his books. 

What is the secretof itall’ It is an open 
secret. Pecple who read books, even the most 
cultured, turn-to novels for the purpose of en- 
joying themselves. Real life, with all its de- 
tails, its trivialities and its common-places, is 
ail around them and they desire to be lifted 
out ofthemselves. They demand literature 
that shall touch the secret springs of hope 
and aspiration—that shall remind them of the 
high ideas of youth and the old-time glory of 
true love. Let our American story-writers 
take heed of these things.

Writing from Tannersville, N. Y., over an as- 
sumed name, An‘ hoay Comstock recently procured 
from Jobn A. Wilson, of the Globe publishing 
company, of Paulsborough, N. J.,a copy of Bal- 
zac’s ‘Contes Drolatiques,’ and one of Margaret of 
Navarre’s ‘L’Heptameron.’ Wilson was tried for 
circulating obscene literature throngh the mails, 
convicted and sentenced at Trenton on the 3d 
instant to two years’ imprisonment and to pay a 
fine ,of $500 and costs. There is a bill before the 
New York legislature prohibiting the playing of a 
trick of the kind employed by Comstock in ob- 
taining evidence against this New Jersey pub- 
lisher. 

Dr. Charles Mackay, in his recently published 
“Autobiography” says: “In looking back upon my 
literary workIam paiufully conscious that my 
worst bas been the most popular, and that my best 
has received but slight or no recognition. The 
ballads of ‘There’s a good time coming’ and ‘Cheer, 
boys, cheer,’ thrown off at a heatin an hour ortwo, 
have earned the acclamations of the million; while 
the conscientious labors of years have been wel- 
comed only the choice few, whose numbers might 
be counted by the score.”” There is nothing new 
in tbis complaint. Itis often made by men of tal- 
ent who think they have genius, 

The Ayril Atlantic will contain an etched por- 
trait of Dr. Holmes, and a poem, “On the Big 
Horn,” by Whittier. in the same number Mr. 
Edmund Kirke will give “A Suppressed Chapter 
of History,’”’ an account of a diplomatic msssion 
made to Richmond early in the war at the sugges- 
t on, or at least with the tacit consent, of President 
Lincoln. The object of the mission was to arrange 
with Jefferson Davis terms for the purchase of 
the slaves by the federal government, but Mr. Da- 
vis declined to entertein the project. Notflong after 
Mr. Kirke wrote out the first part of the narrative 
for publication in the Atiantic, and proofshee's of 
it were submitted to Mr. Lincoln, who expressed 
a desire that the article should not be published. 
It was therefore cancelled, and until now no ac- 
count of the affair has been put in print. 

The Pall Mall Gazette relates of Queen Margaret 
of Italy that, when questioned recently by the 
French ambassador concerning the non-appear- 
ance of a promised novel from her pen, she assured 
him that he would have been more disappointed if 
it had been published, than he could possibly be at 
its failure to appear. She had sent it over a nom 
dé plume to one of the best Roman periodicals,and 
the editor had rejected it. In the Middle Aces his 
head would probably have been cut off for such an 
exhibition of bad taste and judgment. Today, the 
royal author merely remarks, ‘with asmile,’ that 
she is ‘content with one crown,’ and will no longer 
strive for the laurel. 

Two Boston journalists, W. H. Hills and R. Luce, 
are about to begin the publication of a monthly 
magazine, to be entitled “The Writer.”” The edi- 
tors deciare that “The Writer’ will aim to be 
helpful, interesting and instructive to aH literary 
workers; to give plain and practical hints, heips 
and suggestions about preparing and editing m4a- 
uscript; tocollect and pubiish the experiences, ex- 
periments and observations of literary people for 
the benefit of all writers; to note improved method 
and labor-saving devices for literary workers; 

o f«iscuss in a practical way interesting 
questions of etymology. grammar, rhetoric or verse 
making; to print entertaining personal articles 
by and about noted literary people; to record the 
important news of the literary wor!d; to aid young 
wri ers in reaching tie public by advising them 
how tomaketheir ‘copy’ salable, andto be of 
v lue to the writers of sermons, lectures, letters; to 
tre student of language; to the lover of literature; 
toall, in brief, who write for the newspapers, the 
wageazire or the book publisher.
